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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the buffered HF solution of 
Fatula is not selective to metal silicate, because the reference teaches that it selectively removes metal rich silicon dioxide. As set forth in 
the previous Office action, it appears to the examiner that metal rich silicon dioxide IS metal silicate. Silicon dioxide is a compound of 
silicon and oxygen. Metal rich silicon dioxide is a compound of silicon, and oxygen, and metal. Silicate is a compound of silicon, oxygen, 
and metal. As stated in the previous Office action: Metal rich silicon oxide would be metal silicate, because it is a compound of silicon, 
oxide, and metal. Applicant has noted nothing wrong with this analysis. Note also that the reference teaches that layer 16 is metal 
silicide, NOT metal silicate. See column 2, lines 56-57. . 
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
